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Response to Amendment 

As requested in the correspondence from applicants, filed 28 February 2006 
(hereinafter "present amendment"), which is in reply to the Office action mailed 29 
August 2005 (hereinafter "previous Office action"), claim 10 has been amended. 

Status of Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

In the previous Office action, claim 10 was rejected under the first paragraph of 
35 U.S.C. 112, for lack of an enabling disclosure. 

In view of the present amendment to claim 10, which now limits the claim to a 
method of treating asthma, the rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Reasons for indicating that claims 1-9 are allowable were provided at pages 5 
and 6 of the previous Office action. 

The treatment of asthma, by administering a compound according to instant 
claim 1 , as is now specified in instant claim 10, is enabled by the disclosure. At the time 
the invention was made, there was clinical evidence supporting this utility for a JNK 
inhibiting compound, as reported in the previously cited Harper and LoGrasso 
reference. Pursuant to the present amendment, claim 10 is considerably narrower in 
scope that the claim as was previously presented. One of ordinary skill could practice 
treatment of asthma by administering a compound according to claim 1 without an 
undue amount of experimentation, thus the rejection of claim 10 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, is hereby withdrawn. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
